Want to hear a sea-story? Let me tell you mine ... no, just a small portion . . . that segment 
of my tale that occurred in 1953. It is a true story, and an interesting one. It's a war story and 
also one of peace; it's funny and it's sad; it's written in the multi-accents of Americans from every 
portion of the land and every walk of life, yet the unity of purpose speaks in an accent we all know, 
it's straight from the heart. Me? I'm the USS HAVEN AH-12. '->• 

Built in 1944 for the Maritime Commission as a C-4 type vessel, I was taken over by the Navy and 
converted into a hospital ship and commissioned on 5 May, 1945. I was at Okinawa and Ulithi; I 
took neuropsychiatry and tubercular patients from Hawaii to the United States; and, at the end 
of World War II, I processed, hospitalized and transported 10,000 ex-prisoners of war from prison 
camps on Kyushu. Later I served as an experiment station, laboratory and hospital for "Operation 
Crossroads." 

Then, on 1 July, 1947, 1 was placed in inactive status at San Diego and for three years was a mem- 
ber of the "moth-ball',' fleet. The tragic sinking of my sister-ship, the USNS Benevolence TAH-13, 
brought me from my plastic-shrouded dormancy, and on 15 September, 1950, I once again sailed 
westward, this time to Korea. 

My presence in the peninsular waters was counted as one of the prime morale-building factors of 
the Korean conflict. The men ashore, who daily' encountered perils that never became common- 
place, knew they had a haven if that should be their "unlucky day". I would be there waiting for 
them, with the latest equipment science could provide,- a crew of skilled, well trained willing men and 
women, and an atmosphere that said, "We care". 

Beneath my shining red universal symbol of mercy, those who had suffered the pain of war's reality 
knew the compassion of man. The unaccountable value of a cool hand that invaded the black fury 
of pain, the comforting voice that stilled the inner shrieking of fear, and the pin-stripped blur that 
was always there with every need; these, too, I brought with me, these intangible, great gifts. 

The people who brought me through the rough seas, the others who steered men through even rougher 
waters, those who ran my machinery, repaired my body, supplied my needs . . . they were my char- 
acter, my soul, and my heart. This is my story, and theirs. Want to hear a sea-story? Let me tell 
you mine.

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The Hospital is the purpose of the HAVEN'S being. ' It occupies the maior portion of the interior and is peopled 
by specialists in every phase of aiding the infirm. Of necessity, due to the constantly changing needs our de- 
partment is highly flexible and capable of executing drastic changes in its complex rouhnes at a moment s notice 
Though each of the eighteen wards is set up primarily to handle a specific classification of patient and those of 
us assigned to these wards have become adept in handling that type of patient, ,n tirr.es of stress and great 
activity the "overflow" from one ward is absorbed into any of the others. To each of us every patients con- 
dition, comfort and welfare is of a personal concern. ', _ 

The comfort of the wards Is enhanced by their spotlessness and refreshing air-conditioning Many of the pa- 
tients are served special diets, prepared by the dietetic service and brought to them in heated diet carts 
Upon admission of the patient, his medical history is brought up to date and constantly followed ,n a myriad of 
records on the ward and in the medical records office.until his release. The patient .s examined regular y and 
his diagnosis and treatment is dictated to a large degree by results of tests made by the clinical laboratory and 
the findings of the X-ray department. He may ride one of the elevators to the clinical spaces where trainee bands 
apply a cast to aid in healing damaged bones, or have dentists and dental technicians perform any needed serv- 
ices to render his mouth healthy. He may go regularly to physio-therapy where his inured muscles will be care- 
fully restored to their former vigor, or he may become acquainted with the Eye-Ear-Nose-Throat clinic. 
If the patient is unable to go to the clinic, or is in a condition that makes moving him by whee -chair or gourney 
unwise, all their services are brought to him. Central surgical supply furnishes his ward, as well a, the operat ng 
and dressing rooms, with sterile instruments and supplies; any special supplies or equipment needed by the 
ward for the patient's care can be obtained by submitting a request to the property and accounting office for 
approval, after which it is promptly issued by the medical storeroom. The pharmacy, in addition to fulfrHmg 
the prescriptions for the individual patients, supplies the wards, clinics and operating rooms with the needed 
drugs and pharmaceuticals. The linen room sees that no hospital space wants for clean sheets, pa|amas, robes 

^wa? proven when in Inchon Harbor, that only twenty minutes from the line of battle, there was cm operating 
suite standing ready for any emergency, with the most modern surgical equipment available and a team of 
doctors, nurses and corpsmen equipped with the latest in skilled methods and techniques. For those who had 
walked too closely beside Death, the personnel office assigned some of us to special watches to note any marked

All these small parts fit together in a complex sort of harmony. Each individual, in each portion of the whole, 
plays his role and thereby brings about the desired results ... a restoration for the ,11 and wounded. From 
the master at arms who gets "the word" to that famous "10%", to the corpsman who begins his duties as the 
majority of his shipmates are falling asleep; from the medical maintenance corpsman who repairs a leaky faucet, 
to the galley corpsman who polishes a seemingly endless array of stainless steel; from the guy scrubbing C 
Deck in the middle of the night so that five hundred pairs of shoes can dirty it the next day, to the group that 
keeps our quarters ready for the never-ending procession of inspections . . . every one of us has a ,ob to do.
